Sparks From Mark 

The great season of Easter is upon us. After- 
forty days in the Lenten desert filled with 
prayer, fasting, and almsgiving we are ready 
to turn to fifty days of feasting in the 
newness of the resurrection of Christ. Our 
time in the desert has changed our minds and 
hearts. Those things we gave up for Lent, 
hopefully now we are able to see them with a 
new appreciation and understanding. We are 
not called to go back simply to our former 
ways of living but to live now to with a new 
heart, and a new spirit. 

One of the aspects I enjoyed most about the 
season of Easter is that it is now Mystagogy 
time or the period Post baptismal Catechesis. 
This period takes place after the Sacraments 
of Initiation and the Rite of Reception into 


Full Communion of the Catholic Church. 
This time is referred to as Mystagogy, 
derived from mystery....that is, the Mystery 
of all that God has given us through His Son, 
Jesus. It is a time where the newly-initiated 
continue to dwell on this great mystery and 
be nourished, especially through the 
deepening of sacramental life, with emphasis 
in the Gospel, the Eucharist, and Mission. 
The new members are called neophytes, 
which mean "newly planted", so that the seed 
now planted within them will be deeply 
rooted. This period ends at the one-year 
anniversary of initiation. 

In the past we have invited our neophytes, to 
share their Easter faith with us a community 
of believers that their witnesses may 
strengthen our call to be a sacramental 
people. I would also invite anyone else in the 
parish who wanted to share and witness how 
their Lenten journey led to new resurrection 
of Christ in their lives to do that. Please 
contact the parish office if you want to share 
your Easter story. 

May this Easter season be one of praising, 
shouting and feasting in the good news of the 
Resurrection of Christ.

3. What happens as we contemplate the 
presence of Christ in the Blessed 
Sacrament? 

When we contemplate Christ present in the 
Blessed Sacrament we are given the 
opportunity to thank him for his passion, 
death, and glorious resurrection, the 
marvelous saving act that brought about our 
redemption. Christ draws near to us, more 
intimate with us than we are with ourselves. 
He strengthens our share in his divine life, 
the life that transforms us into his likeness 
and, in the Spirit, he gives us access to the 
Father. As Pop3e John Paul II reflected in 
his recent encyclical letter: 

“It is pleasant to spend time with him, to lie 
close to his breast like the Beloved Disciple 
(cf. Jn 13:25) and to feel the infinite love 
present in his heart. If in our time Christians 
must be distinguished above ail by the ‘art of 
prayer, ’ how can we not feel a renewed need 
to spend time in spiritual converse, in silent 
adoration, in heartfelt love before Christ 
present in the Most Holy Sacrament? How 
often, dear brother and sisters, have 1 
experienced this, and drawn from it strength, 
consolation and support! ”
